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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

The following claim(s) are generic: claims 1 , 5, and 8-1 0. 



The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
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technical feature in all the species is the adsorption heat exchanger having adsorption 
action and regeneration action created by a refrigeration circuit. This element cannot be 
a special technical feature under PCT rule 13.2 because the element can be found in 
prior art. US Publication 2001/0049943 teaches an air conditioning system containing a 
refrigerant cycle (illustrated in figure 2) wherein there exist an adsorption action of an 
adsorption heat exchanger (230, see paragraph 74 lines 1-6), a regeneration action of 
the adsorption heat exchanger (see paragraph 79, lines 10-13), and a condenser (232) 
substantially as claimed in claim 1. 

3. A telephone call was made to D. Richard Anderson on September 26, 2008 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made.
